The preceding pages may or may not have any bearing on our genealogy. 
We do not have any record of our ancestry prior to their coming to hmerica 
except that Robert Daniell, our great ancestor and the first Daniell to eae 
to America, came from Cheshire, England. Some have thought his parents to be 
Peter Daniell and Christina Grosvenor but in our research we found that their 
son Rovert, died as a young boy. (Cheshire and Lancashire funeral certificates 


+1600- 1678). -

in England, about 1630, Elizabeth Horse, baptized at Redgrave, Suffolk co., 
England, 6 March 1605/64 died at Cambridge, Masse, 2 Oct. 1643, daughter of 
Samuel and Elizabeth (Jasper) Norse; and secondly, at Cambridge, 2 Nay 1654 
Mrs Reana (----- ) (James) Andrew, who died after 1672. 


Robert Daniell was evidently a man of education. An abstract of his will 
follows: | :

My eldest dauguter, tne now wife 
of Thomas Fanning, sball have her fifth part immediately after my decease, 
and the remainder shall remain with my son Samuell until the rest of his 
brothers and sisters shall come of age, of twenty-one years or (until their) 
marriages To my cousin Anna Newcomen, a young cow, and to Elder Frost lOs.. 
To my daughter Elizabeth, the wife of Thomas Fanning, £50. To my three young- 
est children £50 apiece, at twenty~one or marriage. The remainder of my est- 
ate I do give & bequeath the whole & entire part''to my son Samuell, whom I 
nopinate as my executor, together with my son-in-law, Thomas Fanning. 
Supervisors; ny loving friends Richard Jacson and Thomas Danforth, "to whou 
T do alsop». committhe care & dispose of my Children both in their minority 
and in the change of their condition by marriages... if it happen, any of my 
children to Decease before their their marriage or ye Arivall to the forasaid 
age of twenty-one years... then the portion of ye the deceased shalbe and 
remaine to such as survive". My executors shall. pay yearly after my deceasa 
to ny son Joseph and my daughters Sarah and Mary ='5 apiece as part of their 
£50. My daughter Elizabeth shall have liberty to choose in the first place her 
part of the household stuff. (Signed) Robert Daniell. (Sealed with a seal 
bearing an anchor.) Witnesses: Jobn Shepard, Thomas Danforth. Proved 2 Oct.

Then at a general meeting of the Freeholders of Medfield on the 
6th cay of February 1687/8, "Granted to Josepa Daniell the Liberty to land a 
Dem on the Comson Land on Boggestow Brook where be intends to et a mill and 
and also liberty to flood the common land there so far as shall be convenent 
for a mill at all times forever," Aiter obtaining these grants Joseph Daniell 
formed a partnersain with Zachariah Buckminster, who resided in Sherborn, nov 
very far away, and built the grist mili, which was afterwards owned by Joseph 
Daniell Jr.

Joseph (1) gave to his son Joseph Jr., wno was about twenty six 
years of age and recently married, one-half of the grist mill, and as appears 
not long after, in 1694, Joseph Daniell, Jr., came into possession of the 
other half oy purchase of Zachariah Puckminstar, of Sherborn. He subsequently 
erected a saw mill near the upper dam. 

Joseph Daniell Jr., in’1728,!distributed to his three sons, Samnel, Joseph, 
Zzra, his mill property, reserving to himself one-half of the grist mill. 
+ mills remained in the family for səveral generations, through the owner- 

io was generally divided between two or more members. 
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oseph Daniell, Jr., appears to bave had certain rights in Lands granted by 
tre general Court to a company of soldiers who went on an expedltion to Canada 
under Captain Gardner. These rights were mentioned in his will.(not here available)

Samuel was given by bis father, one-half the saw mill and the ancient mill 
site, with what appears to have been the same acres of land given his father 
Joseph, Jr.. Samuel. later sold out in 1742 his grist mlll and real. estate 
received from his father and moved to that part of Holliston which afterward 
became Medway. He’ owned the farm and lived where Cyrus Hill, Esq., resided. 
He erected a mill on the stream passiug near his house. He was called in ancient 
Vol., Samuel Daniell, the miller.

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Little has been found abont Samuel, son of Samuel. He was born 8 June 1720. 
He married Hannah Hill, 7 January 1743 and they lived in Keene, New Hampshire. 
Keene was a nsw settlement. It was granted Township in 1732 and became a city 
in 1874. Previous to 1710 some Daniels’ settled on a hill in the south-west part 
of town; and for many years it was called Daniels Hill, later changed to West 
Mountain. They and some of their decendonts lived there for more than one hund- 
rea yearo~ until about 1850. West Mountain has an altitude of 1366 foet.

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As yet we have no record of the marriage of Sheffield Daniels and his 
wife Abigail Warren. It is not known when or where thay met. Abigail was 
born in Maine. Tte first record we have of them is the 1820 New York census 
in Drydeu, Tomkins Co., N.Y. At that time they had listed as having 3 male 
children under 16 and one female. This was before Aaron was born. It was 
thought many years that he was the eldest child, He was born 1 August 1822 
in Dryden, N.Y.. and George Washington Daniels was born 22 Dec 1625. We next 
- find Sheffield and family in the Ohio 1830 census in Mentor. Here they have 
listed as having 1 male under 5 years, 3 between 5 to 10, l between 10 to 15. 
Two females under 5 years, I between 5 to 10. From here our record of Sheff- 
ield and Abigail run parallel with the history of the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter Day Saints, as they were amoung the first people to join the Church. 
The church was organized April 6, 1830 in Fayette, N.Y.. In October 1830, 
Parley P. Pratt, Ziba Peterson, Oliver Cowdrey and Peter Whitmer Jr. were 
called to teach the American Indians, of whose ancestors the Nephite record 
speaks. The first phase of their journey took them first to nofthern Onio where 
Elder Pratt had some friends. "At Kirtland," sayo Elder Pratt, "the people 
-thronged us night and day, insomuch that we had no time for rest and retire- 
ment. Heetings were convened in different neighborhoods and multitudes came 
together soliciting our attendence, while thousands flocked about us daily;. 
sone to be taught, some for curiosity, some to obey the gospel, and soma to 
disvute or resist it,” In the two or three weeks that they remained in the 
vicinity of Kirtland, they baptized one hundred and twenty persons. Sheffield, 
Abigail and Aaron we have record as being baptized at this time. Hentor is in 
the near vicinity of Kirtland. After organizing the converts in “irtland inte 
branches with presiding officiers, the misgionarios to the American Indians 
proceeded on their way to the "borders of the Lamanites,. '! 

One of the distinctive features of Mormonism is what has come to be called 
the "gathering". Wherever converts were made, up until recent years, they were 
advised to "gather" to a central place. The first gathering point was Kirtland, 
Chis; then it became Jackson county, Missouri, and later in the region of Far 
West, in that same state; after that it was Nauvoo, Illinois; and finally, 
after the migration to tho west, in Utah. It was in Feb. 1831 that the prophet 
and Enma arrived in Kirtland. Some time in April 1831, the more than one hundred 
converts moved to the vicinity of Kirtland, At a conference of the church, held 
June 3, 18351 many of the elders were instructed to go to Missuri and- preach 
everywhere they went. In addition it was decided that the Coleville branch, 
located at Thompson, Ohio, should go to Zion, as Independence, JacksolCo., Mo. 
came to be called. 

We do not know when Sheffield came to Missouri, but their daughter Eunice: 
was born in Jackson Co., Mo. on 29 July 1833. i 
By the autum of 18335 about twelve hundred Mormons had gone to Jackson Co, Xo. 
to make their homes. These settlers had every reason to be happy, despite the 
hard conditions under which they were living. They were industrious, thrifty, 
and intelligent, with a love for the beautiful, Social-mindedness was perhaps 
the chief characteristic of the saints in Jackson county. They had receivad 
training under the propoet. First of all, they had a unique civic community. 
Its basis was not commercial, but social, At bottom it was this social ideal, 
saturated, as it was, with the spirit of religion, that brought on a clash of 
interests between the Mormons and their neighbors, It was not long before the 
Yormons were mobbed and the Saints were driven out, They fled across the river 
into Clay county. Toney were received by the settlers in Clay county with a hum- 
anity that contrasted. with the brutality of tho "old" settlers in Jackson Co. 
In the main the Mormons hired out to the farmers there and took jobs as they 
could get them. Their expulsion fron Jackson Co. having cost them about all- 
‘they had in an earthly way, they had little or no property with which to start 
life anew. They looked upon Clay Co. as only a temporary residence until it wag 
made clear they could not return to their beloved Zion. 

It was here in Clay Co. on 22 March 1836 that Lehi Daniels was born, 
Immediately to the northeast of Clay Co. was a wild and practically uninhabited 
prairie, whose wooded streams afforded baunts for droves of elk and other wild 
gane. At this time (1836) it was part of Ray County, which had been created in 
1220..It was one of the most favored parts of upper Missouri, not only for its 
` fertile soil but also for its beauty. It was recommended for settlenent by the 
Saints. In Dec. 1836, the county of Caldwell was created by tho legislature 
and at the gasae time that of Davis county, just north of it, both out of Ray 
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county. -~ was believed that the Saints would, for the present time confin 
themselves to these two counties. So the Hormons entered upon their task of 
homemaking with great energy and onthusiasw. It wags not Long, therszfore, till 
this section of upper Missouri, under the well organized efforts of the Sainte, 
assumed an aspect of activity and prog ors that did not exist in older settle- 
ments in this part of the state. The principal town in Caldwell co. was Far 
West. Far West, with its surroundings, is declared in one of the revelations 
to be a "holy and consecrated land" unto God. It became not only the largest 
town in upper Missouri, but the county seat and headquarters of the church. 
Here the prophet and Sidney Rigdon cane to make their homes, whan diffulties 
arose in Ohio. 

In all perhaps 15,000 Saints settled in this part of the state of Missouri. 
Dwelling houses were erected, schools established, farms cultivated, and the 
people generally Looked forward hopefully to a prosperous and happy period. 

It was here Sheffield and Abigail had another daughter, Philema, born on 
2 February 1838. 

But the troubles of the Saints were by no means at an end. For, no sooner 
had they got settled in their new home than the enemy came once more upon them. 
The Saints had to leave Missouri as quickly as possible which occured in the 
winter time. Some of the saints went to Illinois where Nauvoo was founded, 
Others were just across the river from Nauvoo in Lee county, Iowa. 

It is in the Iowa census of 1840 thn’ we find Sheffield and his family listed 
in Lee county. In the 1340 Iowa list of members of the church was found the 
names of the family, except Lehi and Philema who were too young to be listed as 
members and those older than Aaron who may have married, were out on their own 
or died.

In 1858 Aaron was a trapper located on the Provo River at the point where è 
the channel of Daniels Creek empties into that river, about one mile north of f 
the center of Charleston, He spent most of the winter of 1858-59 trapping in É 
Provo Valley, but went away in'1859. . E 

In I86L Aaron settled in a new town called Wansbip, This town is located i 
near the mouta of Silver Creek on the west side of Weber River. It was named in 
honor: of an Indian Chief named Wanship. 

Aaron built a large building ono half mile north of town on the west sid» of 
the river. This was the mail station, Here the stags coach would stop and the 
driver and passengers, if any, would remain overnight, continuing on their trip 
to- Salt Lake City the following morning. When the stage coach ceased to travel 
the building wasg. uset for a home, a boarding house, and thea a granary. Finally 
it was torn down. There is a monument erected in Wanship in honor of Aaron Daniels, 


Some tine after 1880 Aaron left both of his wives and went off to Unita Basin 
to live. While he was there he became very ill, Upon hearing of his ilIness, Rose, 
a young Indian girl raised in the family, went to Unita and nursed Aaron back to 
good health. 

Tne following story was related tea Alena D., Ripplinger by Hazel Daniels Kay, 
daughter of Will Daniels. 


“hen Rose was a little girl she kept running away from the people that were rais- 
ing her so Aaron made a trade with them of a horse and some blankets and a few © 
other items for her. He took her-home and she was raised with the family. She 
nade no attempt to rum away from them, Rose was a young lady at the tims Aaron 
became 111 in Units. After she had nursed him back to health he told her to go 
home but she didn’t want to leave. He told her to go and find some young man to 
marry. She said she wouldn't marry an Indian and no white man’ would marry her. 

Ee told her the only way she could stay would be for him to marry her. So they 
were married. They had four children.

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Thomas James Daniels was born in Wanship, Summit, Utah, son of Aaron and 

Harriet (Nixon) Daniels. As a young boy he rode logs down the river and hekped 
keep then fron jamming up. He was also a teamster and drove a freight wagon, 

A couple of things remembered being told about his boyhood were: “hen he 
was small he always wanted to be carriod by his mother. One time she gave hin 
oo ee to ride. This satisfiod him and he seldom ask to be carried after 

at. 


Cne tine when his mother was going to spank hin for sosething he had done, 
she cent him out to get a willow. He threw all the small sticks out of the yard 
and took in a big stick. She was so pleased that he had cleaned the. yard that 
She wouldn't spank him, 

Thomas was twenty-five years old when he married and they were married on 
his birthday. He married Emma Eliza Hall (Spencer), on 18 December 1890. Enma 
was born in Enterprize, Morgan, Utah. Enterprize is now known as Morgan. She 
was born 26 September 1870, to William end Rebecca (Hales) Spencer. Shortly 
after she was born, her inother left William Spencer because of some misunder- 
standing. Rebecca later married John Kilburn Hall. Emma never knew she was a 
Spencer until after she had started ochool.Some children called her Emma Spencer 
and when she told her mother about it her mother told her it was true and told 
ber about it. She still went by the name of Emma Hall until her Marriage. When 
She was about fourteen years’ old her mother died. After her mother's death she 
went to Park City and lived with her Aunt Lila (Eliza) until her marriage to 
Thomas Daniels, While they were on their honeymoon she found they were not far 
from where her father lived so they went to mect him. It was near Christmas 
time and the mailman went to the door and told Willian Spencer he had a package 
out in the sleigh for him. Me went out and found a young lady and her husband. 
The young lady was his daughter, Emma, 

Toomas and Emma made their hone in Park City. Here their first child was 
born. This was their 60n, Owen. They later moved to Randolph where a daughter 
Effie was born but she died when she was a couple days old. They moved back to 
Park City and while there they had another daughter, Mabel. Mabel alse. died 
and was burried the day sbe was 18 months old. They had again moved to Rand- 
olph where they made their home for several years. One summer during these years 


they moved to Fossil, Wyoming where they Operated a hotel and later a sawmill. 

They again moved back to Randolph. During all these years five more daughters

When Frances was but three weeks old, Thomas moved hig family to Driggs, Idaho 
in the Teton Valley. They bought a place on the East side of the Teton River. 
There Thomas farmed. The first winter the children went to school at Driggs but 
after that they went to Bates. Thomas rented some farm land on the west side of 
the river. It was here that Thomas was drilling grain on 15 May 1917 when it 
started to rain. He was struck by lightening and died as did the two horses he. 
was using. He was buried in the Bates cemetary. His wife Pama continued to live 
and raise the family there. After they were all married and gone she lived there 
alone until her death 12 September 1956. She died just fourteen days before her 
eigaoty-sixth birthday. She had been a widow for thirty nine years. She had been 
marricd twenty-seven years when Thomas died, 
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Tne following generations will have to write their history accordingly.
